Coleman urges 
citizens to 
volunteer time 
to United Way 


Frankie Coleman, executive director and 
chief executive officer of the Private Industry 
Council of Columbus and Franklin County, Inc 
(PIC), volunteers for United Way because she 
firmly believes in giving something back to the 
organization and the community it serves 

Through PIC, low-income and unemployed 
citizens of Franklin County can receive training 
to find better jobs. Clients are often referred to 
the United Way. for some of their other needs 
PIC. too, gives back, often exceeding their cam- 
paign goals for contributions to the United Way. 

Coleman said she feels a personal respon- 
sibility to contribute to United Way, though, be- 
cause she-and her family have been able to falt 
back ‘on the services of United Way agencies 
when they needed help. In 1977, Coleman, 
seven months pregnant, gave birth to her 
daughter, Kimberly. The premature infant 
weighed only 2 1/2 pounds and needed special 
medical attention. 

After 78 days in the Ohio State University 
Hospitals’ Neo Natal Intensive Care Unit, the bill 
for the child's care totaled over $28,000. The 
Colemans' insurance covered some of the 
costs, but the remainder was still more than the 
family could afford. United Way agencies 
covered 50 percent of that hospital bill

“She was a miracle baby to have survived at 
that time. She had.only a two percent chance of 
survival. Today she is 16, bright-eyed and heal- 
thy as she can be," Coleman said. "| had to 
contribute and give something back to the 
United Way." 
This is her first year in a leadership capacity. 
as a volunteer for United Way. As chair of the 
Education Committee. Coleman said the 
responsibilities shared by herself and the com- 
mittee include meeting with all school superin- 
tendents and university presidents to talk about 
how they can encourage their personnel to con- 
tribute, And this is the first year they will meet 
* the non-pepfessional unions, which include bus 
“drivers and sapport staff, to seek their contribu 

tions. i‘ 
Coleman also volunteers her time to the 
United Way's Project Diversity program and ser- 
ves on a newly-formed. committee focused on 
how the United Way can better provide.for the 
needs of Franklin County in'the future. 

She is emphatic about encouraging others to 
volunteer their time, "I think it's the right thing to 
do. | have seen the array of services the United 
Way offers and | think it's something that we 
need to keep going. 

“| think it is very important that the African 
American community contribute as much as 
they can to the United Way, because we, in very 
large numbers, are the ones who receive ser- 
vices from those agencies.”

43, a 
Liberty -Township resident, was ap- 
proached by two masked men as she 
was leaving her house for work in the 
evening. The two men robbed and as- 
saulted her. Hoopes had to have seven 
stitches in her head

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Delaware police apprehended two 
Columbus men for the crime, Franklin 
Legg: 22, of 2969 Atwood Terrace, and 
Charles Ri. Parry, of 1819 N. Groves 
Court, pleaded guilty to charges of ag- 
gravated assault, aggravated robbery 
and grand theft 

Hughes turned himself in to Delaware 
police shortly after the incident hap- 
pened. He admitted complicity to the 
crime by driving Legg and Parry to and 
from Delaware 

Hughes and his family: feel he has 
been treated more harshly than Parry 
and Legg, both of whom had prior 
records. Hughes. has. been convicted for 
participating in the robbery and assault 
even though he alleges that he

Clinton’s health care plan 


At the same time, there are a number of concerns 
which have been raised regarding whether these plans 
have discriminated against inner-city physicians or 
inner-city hospitals in their coverage, We would hate 
to see a plan developed which would result in the 
starving of inner-city physicians, or the putting out of 
business of inner-city hospitals 

We would also hate to see incentives placed in the 
system which would effectively reduce quality care for 
poor persons. Unless the system is carefully struc- 
tured,.there could be a reduction in care for the 
system's poorest and most vulnerable persons, since 
the cost-savings..in.an.HMO.are~based~around 
strategies to reduce costly medical interventions. 

At the same time, the plan calls for a strategy to 
provide health care to those 37 million Americans who 
currently do not receive care. To accomplish. this 
without significantly increasing taxes will be a very 
difficult step. Americans say they do want health care 
reform -- but it is uncertain whether they want to ensure 
their neighbors at a rise in their own taxes. And small 
employers are already complaining that-the mandate 
to provide health insurance for their employees could 
create a drag on employment. 

Its important that, in developing a health care plan, 
all sides recognize that the issue of health care is 
intimately connected to employment, welfare policy, 

, human services generally, and the whole system of 
federalism. After. all, it is a fact that many welfare 
recipients capable of working stay on welfare because 
working at low wages does not effectively replace the 
benefit of the medicaid card. Al the same time. 


There's an old African proverb that 
says, “when elephants fight, only the 
grass suffers.” If you want to see wat 
Proverb epitomized, you can look at 
the battle over state legislation to 
regulate Obio’s Blue Cross plans, 
For in all the debate over those ef- 
forts, there is little discussion of how 
the efforts will impact on health care 
for poor, Black, and inner-city resi- 
dents 

When you think of health in- 
surance in Ohio -- and across the 
country -- you think of Blue Cross and Biue Shield. 
Those trademarks, which were born out of the depres- 
sion-era problem that many hospitals and doctors had 
in receiving payment from financially-strapped clients. 
Have Grown into a nationwide network of 70 plans 
which enrolled 66,6 million clients -- almost 26 percent 
of the nation’s population -- and generated $77 billion 
in revenues last year. 

But in recent yéars, the environment for Blue 
+Cross/Blue Shield plans has changed, as pressure 
from state and federal regulators, and shifting 
economic conditions, have changed the once-cozy 
relationship between Blue Cross/Blue Shield plans and 
the haspitals and doctors which have historically back- 
ed them. and the once-cozy relationship between the 
plans themselves 

In Ohio, which once had seven Biue Cross plans. a 
Wave of consolidations has reduced the number to 
three. Where the plans once served discrete areas of 
the state, now the remaining. plans -- Community 
Mutual, based in Cincinnati: Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Ohio. based in Cleveland: and Central 
Benefits, based in Columbus -- are now competing 
against each other for business all over the state 


uring the presidential campaign, candidate Bill

In the wake of the attack against that proposal 
which-has- been pushed by Biue Cross and Blue Shiett 
of Ohio and opposed by Community Mutual, Jones has 
come out with House Bill 425, which would effectively 
penalize Community Mutual for several financial steps 
ithas taken recently, including the $90 million purchase 
of a for-profit Florida insurance company. 

In all the debate about these two measures, there 
has been little discussion regarding how the plans 
would impact poor, minority, and inner-city com- 
munities. But it is unquestioned that there will be am 
impact, 

In the health care industry. there has been a 
longstanding trend which has seen the closure. con- 
solidation, moving and downsizing of inner-city hospi- 
tals. They generally serve the oldest and sickest 
patients; have the oldest physical plants, and are often 
in the most undesirable neighborhoods. 

Under legislation passed several years ago -- and 
pushed by Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Ohio -- the 
state's “Blue” plans do not have to contract with all 
hospitals. Would a consolidated plan use its increased 
buying power over hospitals to effectively eliminate 
certain inner-city hospitals from Blue Cross reimburse- 
ment? 

This_is_not.a frivolous question. Indeed. it was the 
decision of PHP Benefits to eliminate three inner-city 
hospitals from its payment network which created a 
firestorm of controversy in Columbus 

But PHP only has a fraction of the market power that 
Blue Cross possesses. Such a decision by a single 
Blue Cross plan could have the impact of bankrupting 
those inner-city hospitals which are already on shaky 
ground 

State Rep. Otto Beatty has complained already that 
many managed care plans (HMOs) have been exclud- 
ing minority physicians, or even discriminating in their 
payment to physicians based on location There is a 
real question whether the movement to a single Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield plan in the state would exacerbate 
this trend

facing Black college athletes 
throughout this. country goes vir- 
tually unnoticed. That is, unnoticed 
by Black magazines more intent on 
keeping up with the "Jones's" than 
making sure they are enlightened 
and informed, Make no mistake, 
that while we are checking box 
scores, watching highlight films.and 
slapping high fives, out Black "stu- 
dent"-athletes are becoming the 
perpetrators and the victims of 
fraud in our system of higher educa- 
tion. 


Of course, we cannot rely on 
-many of our Black traditional 
magazines to tell us that, but pick 
up a Newsweek or Time magazine 
Browse through an USA Today, or 
turrron-PBS or-some.other network. 
that offers an occasional documen- 
tary. In these you will not find the 
headlines "The House Akeem 
Alajuwon Helped Build," or Michael 
Jordan Tops All Athletes With 11 
Million in Product Endorsements." 

No, what you will find in white 
folks headlines are things closer to 
the Black experience. headlines 
such as: "The College Trap: Stu- 
dent-athletes earn millions for 
school, but are they getting an 
education," of "Foul! How the na- 
tional. obsession with winning and 
moneymaking is turning big-time 
college sports into an educational 
scandal that for too many players 
lead down a one-way path to 
broken dreams." These substantive 
issues are often overlooked in the 
Black media. It appears as if we 
favor fluff over facts and trivia over 
truth 

To the black media's credit 
Black Issues in Higher Educa- 
tion, and educational journal and 
job publication. has jumped into the 
ring with a very poignant, "What Are 
Our Black Athletes Costing Us?" 
commentary, But isn't it time our 
more widely read magazines joined 
the fracas? 

For too long we looked at the 
glamor and glitz associated with 
athletics. This author will admit she 
has watched every Ohio State- 
Michigan game since she can 
remember. but having worked with 
college student-athletes the past 
eight years, the big game with that 
school up north that happens every 
third week in November no longer 
carries the same pomp and cir- 
cumstance. Call it age, call it 
maturation or call it a little disgust 
and frustration, but | know that. not 
every athletes carrying the ball in 
the: big game is also carrying a 
book. | know that many Black ath- 
letes instead of just fumbling a ball 
are.also fumbling away their future 
| know that 30 points a game does 
not translate to $300,000 a year 
That era (earned run average) 
could also stand for educable 
retarded athlete. 

isn't it time we all stopped "star- 

" and started to look at what 
4SGoing on in'the nelgfibortioed?” 

How many future Michaels, Bos, 
and Darryls do you have growing up 
on your block? Whether you believe 

that four out of five dentists recom: 


mend Trident, or Tylenol is better 
than Advil, Believe this! less that 
two percent of Black college ath- 
letes will ever play pro ball. And 
even if that child growing up under 


your roof makes it to the Big Dance, 
don't be surprised if he does not 
stay long. Wouldn't an education go 
further than a dream? {Isn't a 9-5 
better t 8-10.,.years? 


There is a crime wave among 
athlete on college campuses. And 
no, it’s not just a Black thing, But it 
is mostly Black thing. While the 
"Boz" has long since turned in his 
Seahawk helmet for Hollywood 
scripts, a few of his fellow Ok- 
lahoma alumni had to trade dorm 
rooms for jail cells. | know that at the 
Midwestern university where | was 
formerly employed, the three big- 
gest headlines made~by--our-stu- 
dent-athletes had nothing to do with 
Sports. They had to do with selling 
counterfeit substances, burglariz- 
ing and a shooting. All three ath- 
letes were Black 


Of course, not all Black athletes 
find themselves in such quan- 
daries. | salute those who do not 
but this is not theirstory. 


This is the story of young Black™ 


men who enroll in institutions: of 
higher learning as immature. ir- 
responsible and decadent in- 
dividuals and after four or five 
season, excuse me. years, leave 
institutions of higher learning as im- 
mature, irresponsible. and deca- 
dent individuals. So often what we 
fail to understand is that college 
attendance +s not synonymous with 
college education. That an athletic 
"scholarship" is based gn ability on 
the court, not proficiency inthe 
classroom. What many institutions 
offer our young Black men is noth- 
ing more than a four-year playing 
field. But don't, be mistaken. our 
Black athletes are learning some- 
thing in college. They are learning 
how to do a stutter step- around 
reality. 

Black college athletes learn that 
if they are fast enough, strong 
enough, agile and mobile enough 
that they can expect a wake up call, 
an escort to class and. perhaps 
preferential treatment in class 
They learn that deadlines. are for 
newspaper and’ magazine colum- 
nists. extensions are for them, and 
that registration is what other stu- 
dents have to put up with. They 
learn that the academic adviser 
may_ know. what is required. for a 
degree but "coach" knows the best 
way to stay eligible. They learn that 
lines form only at supermarkets and 
Spike Lee movies and that Burger 
King’s motto "Have it your way" fits 
them.best 

Make no mistake, our athletes 
are learning. They are learning a 
“fast food" mentality, believing in a 
quick serve and a quick fix. 

| support educational oppor- 
tunity for everyone. bit | do believe 
that there is a significant difference 
between an under prepared college 
student and an unqualified one 
Educational opportunity is not what 
many of our young men are seeking 
and some would readily admit that 
they would not be attending college 
if it were not for their sport. The 
reasons fof not attending college 
otherwise is not always due to lack 
of financial resources, but is often 
due to lack of desire. One thing is 
certain: if you don't want a college 
education, you probably won't get 
one. 

Harry Edwards, a noted Black 
sports sociologist, has ridiculed the 
‘plantation system’ of college ath- 
letics. Edwards pontificates that 
Black athletes have simply moved 
from the cotton fields to the football 
fields.l.dont yel_feel_as Strongly 
about the plantation System of col- 
lege athletes as.does their children 
off at campus doorsteps and leave 
them there. | do believe though, that

Remember “Porgy and Bess"? The 
controversial ‘30s musical is full of what 
many consider to be racial stereotypes of 
African-Americans.’ |mages of subser 
vient, shuffle-along Negroes abound in 
the drama, which has. been remade and 
revived over and over again 

African-Americans have come a long 
way since the days of "Porgy and Bess." 
Or have we? 

Several young Black playwrights have 
been cashing in on the stereotypes that 
exist in the '90s, The raucous musical 
comedies they produce are all very 
similar. If you've seen one, youve seen 
them-all, They seem to follow a distinot 
formula 

The plot usually revolves around a 
troubled Black family or group of horny 
women who"need aman.” The actors put - 
the audience into hysterics by delivering 
their lines in overly melodramatic, loud 
voices,and gestures 


The characters “play the dozens” by 


constantly cracking on each other and 
putting each other down. There are many 
finger snaps, trite, corny, rhyming put- 
downs and.cliches, overused lines, such 
as, “you go, girl," etc 

Everybody in the play either works in 
or frequently goes to a beauty shop. bar 
or office. Professional Black people like 
schoo! teachers and lawyers don't exist 
in these plays 

There 1s usually a battered woman in 
the play. She takes a couple of beatings 
and then decides to leave her no-good, 
low-down, dirty dog of a husband 

Many of these productions prey on the 
propaganda women have beer’ fed for 
centuries. They operate on the Cinderel- 
la-esque "Someday my prince will come" 
fantasy. The battered woman musters the 
courage to tell her man off (usually with a 
song full of dramatic yelling and scream- 
ing that gets the women in the audience 
clapping and cheering) and rebuild her 
shattered life 

Of course, when the battered woman 
leaves her violent husband, a "Prince 
Charming" real estate tycoon who owns 
several businesses magically appears to 
sweep her off her feet and whisk her away 
to his castle. The woman triumphs 
without the help of therapy or arestraining 
order to keep her violent husband at bay. 

Then there is the obligatory "fag" char- 
acter. This flamboyant queen makes an 
ass of himself by dressing in wigs and 
sequins. He is feisty, telling everybody off 
with his effeminate voice and bent wrist 
and trying to steal all of the female char- 
acter’s boyfriends or husbands. This 
character usually serves no purpose ex- 
cept to be a clown and object of ridicule 
that promotes offensive stereotypes of 
homosexuals 


African-American men get a bum deal 
in these plays. They are depicted as 
sleazy womanizers, out-of-control brutes 
ton_artists and money-grubbing, theatri- 
cal preachers. Then there is the other 


extreme, the suave, sophisticated 
.Gaganoyaseadotte. aaeaeliieen cteants 


fnoralistic superdad. Occasionally yoo

But there is good news--prostate 
cancer can often be cured when 
détected early, and it often can be 
effectively treated even during its 
advanced stages.

MEN AT RISK 

About one 11 men will develop 
prostate cancer. For unknown 
reasons, Black Americans have the 
highest incidence rate in the world- 
-one in nine. The disease is rare 
among Asians 

* While prostate cancer 
predominantly strike older men (the 
average age at diagnosis of the 
cancer is about 70), 20 percent of 
those afflicted are 65 and younger 

Unlike other malignancies, such 
as lung; liver, and colon cancers, no 
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person, whether for a part-time job opportunity or a full-time 


casual relationship has been found 
between prostate cancer and diet, 
viral infections or other environ- 
ment risk factors. 

SYMPTOMS CAN BE VAGUE 

Prostate cancer often develops 
and spreads with no symptoms. 
However, there may be some 
general warning signs including 
difficulty or inability to urinate; fre- 
quent urination, especially at night; 
weak or interrupted urine flow; pain 
or burning upon urination or 
ejaculation; and presence of blood 
or pus in the urine or semen 

Persistent pain in the lower 
back, hips and upper thighs can 
also suggest prostate cancer even 
when other symptoms are absent 
These symptoms are also as 
sociated with other common afflic- 
tions of aging males and should not 
be ignored 

HOW THE EXAM IS PER- 
FORMED 

The prostate, a wainut-sized 
gland which is part of the male 
reproductive system, is located at 
the base of the bladder. it produces 
the fluid that helps transport and 
nourish sperm 

To perform the prostate ex- 
amination, all prostate testing sites 
will us@.both the digital rectal exam 
(DRE) method and the prostate 
specific antigen (PSA) blood test 
During the DRE, a physician inserts 
a gloved finger into the patient's 
rectum and presses against the 
prostate, feeling for enlargements 
or hard lumps. The PSA is done by 
drawing a tube of blood, which 
measures the blood level of PSA, a

Do we really 
want to know 
about money? 


It is not an easy task to develop a system, 
especially a monetary system, to satisfy the 
needs of a market as well as the people that 
market is ultimately designed to serve. The 
beauty in the Federal Reserve System is that 
it works atall, - 

That the Federal Reserve System actually 
provides a more or less efficient means of 
circulating money throughout the economy 
should not be lost on anyone, or any group, 
intent on building an economic system that can 
Satisty the needs of its own people 

The newly-independent states that have 
developed from the old Soviet Union can learn 
a great deal from the way the Federal Reserve 
System supports American capitalism. But so, 
too, can much smaller communities that wish 
to get a handle on the way money serves or 
fails to serve their own needs 

There are three interest rates, the lifeblood 
of American capitalism, that either originate 

‘with the Federal Reserve System or are set 
‘with the Fed's rates ever in mind. These are the 
federal funds rate, the discount rate, and the 
prime rate. Together, they get money out into 
; the banking system where it can do the most 
‘good for the largest number of participants in 
‘that system 
Without getting too technical, the federal 
| funds rate (now fluctuating around 3.09%) is the 
: fate banks charge other banks in the system 
for making overnight loans so that each bank. 
can balance its books. Today, for example, you 
may need to borrow money from my bank, but 
tomorrow, | might need to borrow from yours. 
So this interest'rate is set daily by the activity 
we generate throughout the system 

The discount rate (now also at 3.0%) is the 
fate the Federal Reserve Bank charges mem- 
ber banks for loans made to them which use 
U.S. government notes as collateral. Often the 
federal funds rate and the discount rate will 
mirror each other. The Federal Reserve Bank, 
however, tends to set its discount rate based 
on the way banks are trading money on a 
day-to-day basis. 

The prime rate (now at 6.0%), on the other 
hand, is the rate banks charge their most credit- 
worthy custonfers, usually large corporations. 
With so many of what used to be good cus- 
tomers carrying heavy debt loads and with the 
heavy regulations that banks recently en- 
countered as a result of federal audits. the 
number Of businesses that have actually been 
able to receive the prime rate has likely 
Hropped in the last few years. 
| By the time the money gets to the average 
consumer, more mark-ups have taken place. 
What each of these rate markers does, how- 
ever, is give the borrower a sense of what the 
costs of trading money will be at the most 
fundamental level 

Of course, the entire system is backed up 
by the U.S. government's own money printing 
presses. The U.S. government helps control 
interest rates in most money market places by 
either putting money into the system or taking 
money out of it. That's why such a big deal is 
made of whether the Federal Reserve Bank will 
taise or lower rates in each of its meetings. 

So, the system works reasonably well and 
has evolved over a long number of years of 
bank failures and severe challenges to the very 
fabric of the monetary system itself. For ex- 
ample, a crisis that the system faced during the 
crash of the stock market in 1987 was that the 
people who make a fair and orderly stock 
market, the specialists; had~exhausted their 
lines of credit at their banks. The lending banks 
‘needed an infusion of capital directly from the 
Federal Reserve System to continue operating 
and in order not to precipitate a wider financial 
crisis than in the stock market itself

By a system 
like the. one cited earlier, or by another one 
altogether? 


If we can'tcome to any conclusions on such 
@ larger, more hypothetical question, we can, 
at least, try to understand how money gets into 
our community, how it turns over, and how it 
can do more good during the time it remains in 
our hands. It seems to me that we owe that 
much to ourselves. And that's what |! write 
about, again, next time N

Young people are bombarded with ad 
campaigns via television, radio and the 
movies that sell everything from soda 
pop to gym shoes. Stimulus Inc., a 
Columbus-based consulting firm, has 
devised a system to help the public 
education system reach today's youth 

Selling Education is a concept that 
teaches school systems how to operate 
like a business, creating what is called a 
Marketing Based Educational System 
(M,B.E.S.). Several marketing strategies 
and techniques comprise M.B.E.S 
which aims to improve teacher and stu- 
dent performance, attendance, grade 
point averages; and-the-image-of-pubiic 
education 

Mark Hampton, president and CEO of 
Stimulus Inc., came up with the Selling 
Education concept. As a 1980 graduate 
of East High School and the father of two 
children attending Columbus Public 
Schools, he has a vested interest in im- 
proving the public education system 

“Private schools and colleges would 
eat this plan up," said Hampton. "Im 
taking this to the public ‘school system 
because |'m interested in it.’

‘This will.be the wave of the future in 
education. This plan is comprehensive

Lower unemployment reduces some emergency benefits = 


Jhe duration of federal Emergency 
Unemployment Compensation (EUC) 
benefits payable to persons filing new 
applications is being reduced in all states 
including Ohio, the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services (OBES) an- 
nounced recently. In Ohio, the duration 
will drop from 20 weeks to 10 weeks on 
September 12, 1993 . 

The law creating the federal EUC pro- 
gram established that if the national 
seasonally adjusted unemployment rate 
dropped below 7.0 percent for two-con- 
secutive months. the duration of benefits 
would be reduced. this national figure for 
July was,6.8 percent, August's rate was 
67 percert

Evaluating the business 

After you've decided on a busi- 
ness. the hard part begins. First 
consider-the age and reputation of 
the comparty, as well as the reason 
itis for sale.

Once you've looked at these 
preliminary issues, it's time to take 
a closer look at business opera- 
tions--and the bottom line. Start by 
reviewing company records--this 
should include at least five of finan- 
cial statements, tax returns and 
budgets, These will give your a 
good idea of the company’s ability 
to survive in changing economic 
climates and will provide an indica- 
tion of the company’s long-term 
viability. ; 


Also, review records of accounts 
payable and receivable. Are there 
suppliers or customers upon which 
the business places significant 
reliance? then look at current inven- 
tory. Is it overstocked, depleted, or 
even worse. obsolete? What about 
the company’s equipment? Deter- 
mine how much it is worth, whether 
it is in working order, and if it is 
needed or owned

In evaluating a business. don'ts:

Also. check with 
credit and credit-reporting bureaus 
to learn more about the company’s 
financial stability. You may also 
want to contact the local Better 
Business. Bureau to determine 
whether there have been any com- 
plaints about the quality of the 
business's services or products 


its-also important to consider 
how the company has fared com- 
pared to similar businesses. Many 
trade associations publish financial 
data on their industries. Banks are 
another good source of information, 


r since they often subscribe to 


several services providing financial 
information on virtually any busi- 
ness. Finally. consider talking to 
other individuals who own or work 
in similar businesses, They .may 
provide additional insight about the 
difficulties of running that particular 
business 


Don't go it alone 

Determining the value of a busi- 
ness, negotiating a fair purchase 
price, and obtaining a loan agree- 
ment are complex tasks that require 
the assistance of bankers, layers 
and CPAs. It may also be beneficial 
to consult with a business valuation 
expert who is familiar with the in- 
dustry. 


There are at least a dozen dif- 
ferent ways to determine the worth 
of a company.

Prison employees fear violence 


in random celling assignments 


Concern about violence, not 
“cultural insensitivity,” underlies 
employee concerns over a federal 
court order for random double-cell 
assignments at the maximum 
security prison near Lucasville. ac- 
cording to the union which repre- 
sents Ohio's prison employees 


leaders of the Ohio Civil Service 
Employees Association, AFSCME 
Local 11. said recently that Correc 
tional Officers and other prison 
employees fear random cell assign- 
ments because of the high level of 
inmate violence and gang activity at 
the State's maximum security 
prison 


Earlier this week, U.S) District 
Court Judge S. Arthur Spiegel is- 
sued an order requiring integrated 
celling at the Southern Ohio Correc- 
tional Facility through the random 
assignment of inmates to cells. As 
a part of his discussion of this order 
the judge ordered the prison to in 
crease cultural sensitivity training 
sessions for prison employees 
noting that most of the employees 
are drawn from the rural southern 
Ohio community in which the prison 
is located. while a majority of the 
inmates are blacks from urban 
areas of the stale 


"It is well known that SOCF has 
a large number of inmates affiliated 
with the Aryan Brotherhood. the 
Black Gangster Disciples. the 
Sunni Muslims and other prison 
gangs or threat groups," OCSEA 
Execulive. Director Paul.Goldberg 
said ina letter to Judge Spiegel 
sent Sept. 2. "These gangs have 
deep rivalries in their quest for con- 
tro! of prison activities and or 
ganized crime within the institution 
of these rival gangs to the racist in

their values and. beliefs, To assign 
inmates who are members of these 
rivalgangs to the same cell can only 
intensify the conflict and violence 
already evident in this prison," 


"We deeply resent and reject 
continued implications that correc- 
tions employees oppose random 
cell assignments because they are 
racist or culturally insensitive, and 
dont understand the convicts." he 
continued. "Corrections employees 
are no more racist or biased that the 
rest of society, Our members are 
professional who are primarily con- 
cerned with maintaining a safe and 
secure environment within the 
prisons. for the inmates as well as 
for the staff. What city an inmates 
comes from or his ethnic back 
ground is not a primary concern for 
our members. *
